SARMA 

(Stuffed Cabbage Rolls) 


3 lb ground beef, very lean 
1 lb lean bacon, chopped fine 
1 c Italian parsley, chopped 

1 1/2 brown onions, coarsley 
chopped 

3 garlic cloves, minced 
6 Tbs butter 

2 egg8, slightly beaten 


1 c MJB long grain rice 

1 Tbs salt 
1/2-1 tsp pepper 

2 heads of cabbage 

2 pts of Ma 's canned tomatoes 
(or Libby ’s) 

1 large can of Libby 's sauerkraut 
1 can tomato soup (optional) 


In a large mixing bowl mix beef, bacon, 3/4 cup of parsley, eggs, 
rice, salt and pepper. In a frying pan melt 4 tablespoons of butter 
and brown 1 onion. Then add 2 garlic cloves cooking til tender. 

Add to meat mixture and mix together well. Wash and core cabbage. 
Place in a large pot of boiling water and turn off the heat. Allow 
cabbages to stand a few minutes in the hot water til the leaves are 
just limp, then drain. If the leaves are very large trim out the 
stem portion and use each half as a roll, otherwise just trim the 
thick stalk portion of the outer leaves. Place about 1 heaping 
teaspoon of filling in the center of the leaf, fold the sides in 
and roll from the stalk side into a roll about 4 inches long and 
an inch in diameter. After all the rolls are completed slice the 
extra cabbage to mix with the sauerkraut, or any extra meat can be 
used for meatballs. 

Drain sauerkraut and make alternating layers of kraut and cabbage 
rolls, beginning with the sauerkraut, using 2 large, covered pots 
or casseroles. Simmer the canned tomatoes in a saucepan for a 
few minutes. Brown the 1/2 chopped onion in the remaining butter, 
then add the garlic and parsley, cooking til tender and add to the 
tomatoes. For a richer, thicker sauce add 1 can tomato soup, 
blending well. Pour the tomato sauce over the cabbage rolls to 
cover (add water if necessary). Simmer 1 1/2 hours.

Elsie Dobrich Matt of Los Gatos, who set up a 
display on the “Yugoslavs in California” a few 
months ago at the William Volck Historical 
Museum, will be teaching a 12-week course here on 
the immigration of people from Yugoslavia to 
California. 

Mrs. Matt, an instructor at the California History 
Center of DeAnza College, will start with migra¬ 
tions in Europe in the fifth and sixth centuries, ' 
include the history of the southern Slavs, then trace 
the migrations to America.

HARMONIJA

After talking with you last month 
about the origins of our Yugoslav folk- 
music and how it developed and flour¬ 
ished, I would like now tc probe mere 
deeply into the actual anatomy of a 
Yugoslav folk-song. 

Although much of our folk-music is 
sung solo or in unison, there is a fas¬ 
cinating alternative found in Yugoslav 
-folk-songs called polyphony-one melody 
sung independent of another melody. 

Many Yugoslav songs achieve this effect 
by having a second group of singers 
start a melody before the first group 
has finished their melody. Thus, an 
'"overlapping" effect is produced. 

The familiar round, "Row, Row, Row 
Your Boat," is an example of this 
kind of "overlapping." 

Throughout our Yugoslav poly¬ 
phonic folk music we find songs, using 
a vocal drone-a continuous vocal sound, 
sung usually on one or two notes. Some¬ 
times in this drone-based polyphony, 
we can frequently hear the clash of 
major seconds-two notes side by side 
on the keyboard. This "major second 
clash" appears frequently and it is 
much admired by Slavic singers.

NEKOLIKO NARODNIH NO^NJI IZ STAROG KRAJA 
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Zagreb Grows Younger Every Day 


Zagreb has had many a turning point 
in its thousand years of history, to 
mark its growth and rise. One 
of its great watersheds was when 
new prespectives for the city’s de¬ 
velopment were opened with the 
city’s expansion from the old upper 
town, nito the area of what we call 
today Republic Square, Ilica, in both 
its directions (towards Dubrava to 
the East and Crnomerec to the West), 
and the near and further surround¬ 
ing areas, each of which contributed 
its uniqueness to the fascinating 
whole. From liberation (1945) to the 
present, Zagreb has gone through a 
period of major expansion It has 
stretched out along several avenues 
(The Avenue of the Proleteriat Bri¬ 
gades, Drzic’s Avenue, the Brother¬ 
hood and Unity Highway ,etc.) and 
then in a momentous leap, the city 
of Zagreb crossed the Sava River to 
nestle on its southern bank as »New 
Zagreb«, with almost half a million 
population today. 

A New Hotel 
»Duhrovnik« 

As Yugoslavia’s most crucial business 
center, and as Croatia’s capital city, 
and most of all as a major junction 
of the highway, rail and air net¬ 
works, and of course as a center for 
a whole series of cultural, artistic, 
business and other institutions, so¬ 
cieties etc., Zagreb seems to act as a 
magnet for innumerable guests, busi¬ 
ness associates and many other pas- 
sersby. It is therefore of great con¬ 
sequence just where all these visitors 
can stay, distributed through Zag¬ 
reb’s hotel capacities. The city can 
boast more of its quality than its 
quantity of hotel rooms. We have, 
today in Zagreb, the luxurious hotels 
such as the Intercontinental, the Es¬ 
planade the Palace, and the Internati¬ 
onal and other such B category ho¬ 
tels. The Hotel Dubrovnik is also 
ranked as a B Category hotel, and it 
is located right at the heart of the 
town, on Republic Square (formerly 
known as Jelacic Plac) known to all 
the emigrants from these parts who 
are spread out all over the world. 
It is the hotel they would love to 
stay at while getting to know and 


having a look at Zagreb right from 
its center. Now is the moment to tell 
you all the happy news. Hotel Du¬ 
brovnik has gotten a little brother. 
Right next door, in its extension 
along Gaj Street a brand new hotel 
just been opened, known as »Du- 
brovnik Dva« (No. 2), and now, what 
with the old hotel as well, the Hotel 
Dubrovnik offers you 610 bods at 
your disposal. It was constructed by 
famous tourist agency Gcncralturist 
Well known among our emigrants, 
this agency organizes transport and 
services for all aspects of tourism, 
both here and abroad. The new hotel 
sports eleven stories (two are under¬ 
ground), and includes a restaurant 
with 250 seats, a cocktail bar, an 
Izbor store, an offices of Gcneral- 
turist, Air France, the Ljubljana 
Bank and business salons and a rent- 
-a-car service. The prices will be 
the same as they were in the old 
hotel. 

So Zagreb is growing younger every 
day, and not just because it has 
stretched across the Sava, but in the 
old center as well. Right side by side 
with the old institutions, new ones 
are springing up. Soon Mimara’s 
Gallery will be opened in the Upper 
Town, and soon enough the new 
University and National Library will 
start to rise, as well as a new hospital 
in New Zagreb. Zagreb is breathing 
much easier now that the circumven¬ 
ting highways have been built that 
direct through traffic away from the 
city center. Many industrial, recreat¬ 
ional and sports centers are burgeon¬ 
ing, and the excursions into nature, 
which so many of the people of this 




town and those who visit it value so 
much, are closer to us than they 
ever were before. The surroundings 
of Zagreb are overflowing with ex¬ 
cursion spots, hot springs, etc. 

Krleza and Zagreb 

Only a few months have passed since 
Miroslav Krleza died. He was born 
and bred in Zagreb, and dedicated 
many of the pages of his work to 
this city. The people of Zagreb were 
really sorry to part with their writer. 
In February, an exhibition was open¬ 
ed displaying the works of various 
artists illuminating Krleza himself ; 
and his work. These range from the 
work of Ljubo Babic (1918) and 
stretch right to the present. Finally, 
some of the commotion is settling 
down which Krleza’s death excited: 
there was debate as to his legacy 
in material value, his manuscripts, 
the re-printing of his polemical piece 
known as »Antibarbarus« (Knjizev- 
nosl 3/1982, in Belgrade). We hear 
now of peoples’ meetings with Krle¬ 
za, notes and diaries about these 
meetings, and much more will surely 
come to the surface, but most im¬ 
portant of all is that Krleza’s col¬ 
lected works is soon to come out (in 
an edition by Nisro Oslobodenje from 
Sarajevo, and Mladosl, from Zagreb), 
and the six volumes of »Banners« 
and Notes from Trzic (Zapisi sa Trzi- 
ca) from his meetings with Vidmar, 
will be added to complete his works, 
while the remainder bf his manu¬ 
scripts will have to wait twenty 
years before they can be published.
